charge of tax evasion, theft and 
conspiracy. 
But U. S. D ist. Judge Oliver 
P. Gasch 
ruled Monday that 
some 
B aker 
conversations 
which w ere monitored by the 
FBI cannot be introduced in 
evidence. 
Baker, fo rm er se creta ry to 
Senate D em ocrats, claim ed the 
grand jury which indicted him 
was biased by extensive publici­ 
ty and that his constitutional 
rights w ere 
violated by the 
FBI’s 
electronic 
eavesdrop, 
ping. He also asked for sep­ 
arate tria ls on the three cate­ 
gories of charges. 
Gasch refused to dism iss the 
indictm ent, ruled against sepa­ 
rate 
tria ls 
and 
said 
any 
recorded conversation 
Baker 
had with persons who cannot be 
identified will not be introduced. 
Baker, 38, was indicted nearly 
a 
year ago on nine counts 
which, if he is convicted, could 
bring total punishment of 48 
years in prison and $47,000 in 
fines. He has pleaded innocent. 
The charges include filing 
false incom e tax retu rn s for 
1961 and 1962 and evading m ore 
than $23,000 in taxes; obtaining 
money by felonious theft and 
fraud, then not reporting much 
of it in his tax returns; and con­ 
spiring to conceal the nature, 
purpose and intended recipient 
of other paym ents. 
Baker resigned his Senate job 
in October 1963.

Supreme Court decision req u ir­ 
ing redistricting of the city 
w ards of Louisiana, Mo., mean 
to other cities? 
Apparently the decision 
is 
pretty fiir reaching. 
Judges and com m issioners of 
the court never comment on 
c.'.ses pending before them or 
speculate about possible future 
cases. 
But in his decision last week, 
here Is what Divison 1 of the 
court said in an opinion by Com­ 
m issioner Norwiri D. Houser: 
"T he state of M issouri may 
exercise its legislative powers 
only through a legislative body 
apportioned 011 a population l>a- 
sis, and it logically follows that 
the agency, arm or instrum en­ 
tality to which the state dele­ 
gates some of its powers should 
be governed by the sam e p rin ­ 
ciple.” 
It is im portant to understand 
that 
cases a re decided on the 
basis of the particular circum ­ 
stances of the particular case 
before the court. 
In the Louisiana case that 
meant consideration of an 1870 
law that said only "free , white 
males*' should be counted as in­ 
habitants for the purpose of set­ 
ting up ward lines. This resulted 
in an obvious m alapportionm ent 
and the court ruled that provi­ 
sion clearly unconstitutional. 
Chief Justice Clem F .S torck- 
man declined to hazard any 
guesses about the future. But he 
noted that the basic principle in­ 
volved is a m atter of fair rep ­ 
resentation. And of course that 
could vary from city to city. 
Would the sam e principle ap­ 
ply to school d istric ts, road d is­ 
tric ts and other z "c re a tu re s of 
the sta te ?" 
Under the wording of the Lou­ 
isiana 
decision 
it 
probably 
would if the com m issioners or 
board m em bers were elected 
on a d istric t basis. 
A fter all, school d istric ts and 
road d istric ts and drainage dis­ 
tric ts a re also "c re a tu re s of the 
state” in that they are created 


by statutes passed by the leg is­ 
lature. 
But judges and law yers a re 
reluctant to say how far the 
principle couid be carried . 
The legal 
citations in the 
Houser opinion quoted cases ap­ 
plying only to cities and coun­ 
ties. And he said the U .S . Su­ 
prem e 
Court 
has 
not even 
passed on the application of 
equal representation on levels 
below the leg islatu re, although 
som e other low er federal and 
state courts have carried the 
principle to low er levels of gov­ 
ernm ent like cities and coun­ 
ties. 
Judge Storckm an was a dele­ 
gate to the 1943-44 Constitution­ 
al Convention which set up a 
system for reapportioning the 
M issouri Senate on the basis of 
the decennial census by a b ip ar­ 
tisan board appointed by the 
governor. 
L ast 
January 
the 
voters 
amended the M issouri Constitu­ 
tion to set up a sim ilar system 
for red istrictin g the House and 
those 
w ere the d istric ts voted 
on in the November general 
election. 
What happens in other cities? 
Who knows? 
'Dike Springfield or Jefferson 
City or Fulton for exam ple. 
In all three cities there a re 
( 1) non-resident students who 
do not vote in those cities and 
(2) p riso n ers who do not and 
cannot vote because they a re 
felons (unless they receive p ar­ 
dons after serving their sen­ 
tences.) 
Do you count them in d eter­ 
mining ward and precinct boun­ 
d aries? They’re counted in the 
decennial 
census and where 
does that leave you? 
It leaves you with the certain­ 
ty that the question probably 
will com e up again in further 
court te sts. And it’s the kind of 
a question the courts abhor. 
A 
stated principle is one 
thing. A set of conflicting c ir­ 
cum stances 
ra ise s intangible 
questions very difficult to de­ 
cide. 
Anybody for judging?

She and G erald Swindle of 
Bridgeton, a St. Louis suburb 
w ere 
divorced May 28, 1965, 
at Paragould, A rk. The m other 
was granted custody of Sharon. 
The Judge said that neither 
the form er M rs. Swindle 
nor 
Swindle and his new wife, C ar­ 
ole, may visit the child until 
further 
action by G reene Coun­ 
ty, A rk., Chancery Court. 
"It was better this way,” said 
Edw ards. "T he child will still 
have som e 
sort of C hristm as 
with Cathey, and the tim e might 
even be happy for h e r.” 
Both the little g irl’s m other 
and Swindle said they w ere 
tem porarily satisfied with the 
ruling. S till, Swindle showed 
concern about his daughter’s 
C hristm as.

The St. Louis County Court, 
last W ednesday, issued a w rit 
of habeas corpus which, in ef­ 
fect, made Sharon a ward oithe 
court and she was taken from 
her home by Sheriff’s deputies 
pending outcome of the hearing. 
Swindle charged, in his peti­ 
tion at Monday’s hearing that 
Sharon’s m other had given birth 
to a second child out of wed­ 
lock and w as, therefore, unfit. 
After returning from England, 
Swindle said, he was granted 
tem porary custody of his daugh­ 
te r by the A rkansas Chaneery 
Court.

said the blast could be the big­ 
gest ever in the United States. 
Nevadans 
for 
miles around 
were braced for a powerful 
shock, Ult they were disappoint­ 
ed. 
From the plush casinos of this 
gambling resort to the streets of 
the tiny mining town of Beatty 
the shock wave was felt only 
as a weak rocking motion. 
Atop the 24-story Mint Hotel 
in Las Vegas, Nevada's highest 
building, 
newsmen 
detected 
only a gentle motion that lasted 
for about a minute and swayed 
the chandeliers. 
Atop the six-story Riverside 
Hotel in Reno an engineer re­ 
ported: “ lf there was anything, 
It was very slight. I could feel 
movement 
in 
the 
building, 
maybe two pulses. But a truck 
going by outside might have 
done the same thing." 
The most intense interest was 
in the high desert hamlet of 
Beatty, just 30 miles from the 
chamber 4,040 feet under Pa. 
hute Mesa where the device 
was touched off at 7:30 a.m . 


About 75 citizens gathered on 
the main street of Beatty—pop. 
ulation about 750—-<ind solemnly 
regarded the only visible mani­ 
festation of the big bang: A 
slight swaying in the red blinker 
light stretched across the main 
Intersection. 
There had been considerable 
speculation that the shock might 
be too much for the venerable 
Exchange Club Building, a two- 
story structure of unreinforced 
adobe brick built in 1906. 


Townsmen even went so far 
as to install gauges to measure 
expansion in its cracks and 
evacuated 
the 
building 
and 
roped off the area around it. 
Postblast inspection showed 
no change in crack width. 
Beatty bartenders took bottles 
off shelves. Householders re­ 
moved pictures from walls. The 
town ambulance and fire engine 
were warmed up, just incase. 


The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion billed the blast has having 
energy equivalent to between 
200,000 and I million tons of 
TNT. lf it actually yielded max­ 
imum energy, spokesmen said, 
It would be the largest blast in 
the United States. The blast that 
leveled Hiroshima was equiva­ 
lent to 20,000 tons of TNT. 
Other blasts in past tests also 
have rocked L as Vegas, 105 
miles distant. Observers said 
this one appeared no stronger 
than some of the past shocks. 


However, an AEC spokesman,

blasts, said that in his opinion 
this one was st Tonger and lasted 
longer than any he has felt in 
Las Vegas. 
The shot was called 
Project 
Greeley. 


The AEC would not say what 
type device was placed at the 
bottom of the 4,040-foot shaft 
drilled Into the mesa.

What does the recent Missouri 
Supreme Court decision requir­ 
ing redistricting of the city 
wards of Louisiana, Mo., mean 
to other cities? 
Apparently the decision is 
pretty far reaching. 
Judges and commissioners of 
the court never comment on 
cases pending before them or 
speculate about possible future 
cases. 
But In his decision last week, 
here is what Divison I of the 
court said in an opinion by Com­ 
m issioner Norwin D. Houser: 
“ Tlie state of Missouri may 
exercise its legislative powers 
only through a legislative body 
apportioned on a population ba­ 
sis, and it logically follows that 
the agency, arm or instrumen­ 
tality to which the state dele­ 
gates some of its powers should 
be governed by the same prin­ 
ciple." 
It is important to understand 
that 
cases are decided on the 
basis of the particular circum ­ 
stances of the particular case 
before the court. 
In the Louisiana case that 
meant consideration of an 1870 
law that said only “ free, white 
m ales” should be counted as in­ 
habitants for the purpose of set­ 
ting up ward lines. This resulted 
In an obvious malapportionment 
and the court ruled that provi­ 
sion d early unconstitutional. 
Chief Justice Clem F.Storck- 
man dedined to hazard any 
guesses about the future. But he 
noted that the basic principle In­ 
volved Is a matter of fair rep­ 
resentation. And of course that 
could vary from city to city. 
Would the same principle ap­ 
ply to school districts, road dis­ 
tricts and other z"creatures of 
the state?" 
Under the wording of the Lou­ 
isiana 
decision 
it 
probably 
would if the com m issioners or 
board members were elected 
on a district basis. 
After all, school districtsand 
road districts and drainage dis­ 
tricts are also “ creaturesof the 
state” in that they are created 


by statutes passed by the legis­ 
lature. 
But Judges and lawyers are 
reluctant to say how far the 
principle could be carried. 
The legal citations In the 
Houser opinion quoted cases ap­ 
plying only to cities and coun­ 
ties. And he said the U .S. Su­ 
preme 
Court 
has 
not even 
passed on the application of 
equal representation on levels 
below the legislature, although 
some other lower federal and 
state courts have carried the 
principle to lower levels of gov­ 
ernment like cities and coun­ 
ties. 
Judge Storckman was a dele­ 
gate to the 1943-44 Constitution­ 
al Convention which set up a 
system for reapportioning the 
Missouri Senate on the basis of 
the decennial census by a bipar­ 
tisan board appointed by the 
governor. 
Last 
January 
the 
voters 
amended the Missouri Constitu­ 
tion to set up a sim ilar system 
for redistricting the House and 
those 
were the districts voted 
on In the November general 
election. 
What happens In other cities? 
Who knows? 
Take Springfield or Jefferson 
City or Fulton for example. 
In all three cities there are 
(1) non-resident students who 
do not vote In those cities and 
(2) prisoners who do not and 
cannot vote because they are 
felons (unless they receive par­ 
dons after serving their sen­ 
tences.) 
Do you count them in deter­ 
mining ward and precinct boun­ 
daries? They're counted In the 
decennial 
census and where 
does that leave you? 
It leaves you with the certain­ 
ty that the question probably 
will come up again in further 
court tests. And it's the kind of 
a question the courts abhor.' 
A 
stated principle is one 
thing. A set of conflicting c ir­ 
cumstances 
raises intangible 
questions very difficult to de­ 
cide. 
Anybody for judging?

The House Administration subcommittee began 
three days of closed hearings on Monday (Dec. 
19) on some of the government-paid travel ex­ 
penses of Rep. Adam 
Clayton Powell, Jr. and 
the staff of his House Education and Labor Com­ 
mittee. 
Adam Clayton Powell, Jr. is a political cat who 
may have ninety-nine lives. 
From 
his con­ 
stituents, 
whether they 
are 
winos, crap- 
shooters, 
old 
women, 
clergymen, numbers 
bankers, or the faithful of the Abyssinian Bap­ 
tist Church, the word is, “ God bless ya, baby.’* 
Whenever his Congressional colleagues begin 
to mobilize against him, the Harlem globe­ 
trotter puts aside fun and games and plays 
both gut politics and parliamentary procedure 
with infinite cunning and arrogance. 
Dissident Democrats did cut back some of his 
previous absolute control of the House Education 
and Labor Committee, which he chairs, on 
Sept. 22. 
But the new rules were made ef­ 
fective only for the remainder of the session 
and are subject to renewal when the new Con­ 
gress convenes in January. 
Meantime a House Administration subcom­ 
mittee is poking into the travel expenses of 
Rep. Powell and his committee staff, and other 
matters. Among some interesting questions is 
whether the 65 “ official travel” trips between 
Washington and Miami in one 20-month period 
reflect misuse of federal funds. 
Several court orders are pending in New York 
State for Powell’s arrest because of his failure 
to pay a $164,000 defamation judgment to a Har­ 
lem woman. 
Also pending are four orders for 
contempt of court. 
One is for criminal con­ 
tempt and could be exercised any time Powell 
set his foot inside the state. 
This one alone 
may account for Powell’s Bimini holiday. 
Finally, Rep. Lionel van Deerline (D Calif.) 
has announced he may oppose the seating 
of 
Powell when Congress meets on Jan. 10. 
Don’t even begin to count Powell out. Despite 
the cruel slings and arrows of outrageous for­ 
tune, the Negro congressman has a lot going for 
him. 
The major factor is his political 
in­ 
vulnerability, what might be called his complete 
electability. Almost as important is precedent. 
Cannon’s Precedents states: “ It is the custom 
of the House to deler final action against mem­ 
bers under criminal charges pending disposition 
in the court of last reso rt.” Powell probably 
has not got into even the court of middle re ­ 
sort. 
Moreover, there is the long-standing tradition 
that the House will throw out charges against 
its members if these charges were public when 
the people voted. 
This is a general rule 
of 
politics. 
The classic American case of “ vindication by 
the voters” involved not Congress but the city 
of Boston. Rep. James Michael Curley (D) was 
indicted for war-time fraud in 1943 and re— 
indicted in 1944. In 1945, still under indictment, 
he was elected mayor of Boston. 
In 1946, he 
was convicted, and the conviction was upheld by 
the U.S. Supreme Court 
the following 
year. 
President Truman on Nov. 26, 1947, commuted 
Curley’s 6 to 18 month sentence to the five 
month Curley had served. 
Curley returned to 
City Hall and continued to draw his full $20,000- 
a-year salary. 
This rule of politics has not always held up. 
Victor Berger was barred from the U.S. House 
in 1919 after conviction under the Espionage Act. 
Although relected, he was again rejected. His 
conviction was later reversed. 
But nobody is 
accusing Powell of anything like espionage.

SAFETY COUNCIL TESTS INDICATE DRASTIC 
SPEED RESTRICTIONS ON ICE 
Driving at 20 mph sounds pretty slow, but 
it’s too fast for some conditions, according to 
a University of Wisconsin professor, and he’s 
got the facts to back him up. 
“ Few drivers realize that it may take nearly 
as far to stop on an icy highway at a speed of 
only 20 mph as on a dry pavement when you’re 
doing 60,” said Professor Archie H. Easton, 
Director of the University’s Motor Vehicle Re­ 
search Laboratory, and Chairman of the National 
Safety Council’s Committee on Winter Driving 
Hazards. 
Commenting on the latest test findings Pro­ 
fessor Easton added: 
“ The Council’s tests 
last winter disclosed an average braking (stop­ 
ping) distance of 162 ft. from a speed of 20 mph 
on glare ice for a passenger car equipped with 
conventional tires. 
This is practically 
the 
same 
braking 
distance reported by 
other 
agencies for speeds of 60 mph under ideal con­ 
ditions on dry pavements. 
“Our tests would also indicate that 
the ad­ 
vantages of special winter tires can be easily 
offset by relatively small increases in speed. 
Even with the much greater help of tire chains, 
far slower than normal speeds are essential on 
ice-and snow packed roads.” 
He reported the following average braking dis­ 
tance for a car traveling 20 mph on glare at a 
temperature of 25 degrees:

Di stance lent speed 
Conventional Highway Tires 162 ft.. 
20 mph 
Conventional Snow Tires 
151 ft. 
20.8 mph 
Studded Snow Tires (used) 
143 ft. 
21.4 mph

Reinforced Tire Chains 
85 ft. 
27.6 mph 
* Computed values to stop in same distance (162 
ft.) as conventional highway tires at 20 mph. 


“ Based on these calculated values, for equal 
stopping ability on ice conventional snow tires 
permit a speed increase of only 4%over regular 
tires; used studded snow tires - 7%; new studded 
snow tires - 12-1/2%; and reinforced tire chains- 
38%,” Professor Easton pointed out. 
“ In this and previous test projects, the Com­ 
mittee on Winter Driving Hazards has found that 
snow tires are better than regular highway tires 
for mild-to-medium snow and ice conditions; that 
studded snow tires are more effective on ice; and 
that reinforced tire chains are best for severe 
snow and ice conditions. 
“ Use your traction aids intelligently and for 
their intended purpose,” Professor Easton con­ 
cluded. 
“ Most important, however, whenever 
you find yourself on an icy stretch, remember 
that 20 mph may be equivalent to a speed of 60 
mph under ‘normal’ conditions, and drive ac­ 
cordingly.”

NEW YORK AP - This the 
season to be jolly, but not ev­ 
erybody is. 
In 
fact, 
says Dr. Harold 
Greenwald, 
a psychoanalyst, 
there are more depressed peo­ 
ple around during this happy 
holiday season than he can re ­ 
member. 
“ Usually people look forward 
to C hristm as and put their feel­ 
ings in abeyance for the dura­ 
tion, but this year they’re not,” 
he says. 
He explains the psychological 
impact of Christmas this way: 
“Christmas heightens all feel­ 
ings — plus or minus.Like alco­ 
hol. Their general anxiety in­ 
creases for the lonely, the di­ 
vorced, the people who can’t be 
with someone 
they’re 
in­ 
terested in. 
“It’s particularly 
depressing 
for those who don’t have anyone 
or for girls involved with mar­ 
ried men, or for mothers with 
sons and wives with husbands 
away at war.” 
But why is this feeling more 
intense this year? 
Greenwald theorizes that aft­ 
er World War n there was a 
general feeling of optimism that 
“we had thrown off the old and 
it was going to be a new world. 
As it becomes more and more 
obvious that this is not happen­ 
ing, people get more and more 
depressed. 
Increasingly, 
Christmas has become a stock- 
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rush to complete 
shopping 
chores, 
drinking 
at parties, 
early 
hours of darkness and 
often inclement 
weather.” 
The 
Patrol 
Superintendent 
urged 
drivers to use modera. 
tion in 
consumption of liquor 
at parties. He also called upon 
them to use good sense in driv­ 
ing to stores on last 
minute 
shopping errands and to keep 
their 
vehicles 
in good condi­ 
tion for operation in winter 
storm s which often hit 
the 
State about this time of the 
year. 
“ The Highway Patrol will be 
doing its best to keep Missouri 
highways 
safe and secure for 
m otorists,” he declared, “ but 
it will take more than that. It 
will take the cooperation of ev­ 
ery driver on the road during 
this holiday period to hold the 
death toll in check.”

Usually they drop off during the 
holidays, but this season his 
calls have tripled. 
He queried the professional 
groups he teaches and discov­ 
ered that many psychoanalysts 
were experiencing the same 
thing. 
What

about? 
“ Family crises are height­ 
ened at this time,” he says, 
“one of the greatest complaints 
of our time is that we don’t talk, 
we don’t communicate.

year. This was when Graham 
Barden, a North Carolina Dem­ 
ocrat 
was chairman. 
Afer Powell replaced him, 
the number of employees began 
to grow, until this sum m er when 
the payroll numbered 
76, 
of 
whom 
seven 
were paid more 
than $20,000. Of these, two 
were paid nearly $26,000, about 
the 
same as a member of the 
little cabinet. 
In addition, Mrs. Louise Dar- 
dans, 
Powell’s 
No. 1 Secre­ 
tary, has been able to take jun­ 
kets abroad, including a 
trip 
to Cannes, the swank resort in 
Southern France, with her hus­ 
band, ostensibly to study prob­ 
lem s for the committee; while 
Miss Corinne Huff, the beauti­ 
ful Negro winner of the Miss 
Ohio contest, also employed in 
Powell’s 
office, 
takes 
all 
sorts of trips with him to 
Europe 
and the Baham as- 
on 
committee business. 
This 
is part of the inter­ 
esting record of the junketing 
congressman 
from 
Harlem 
which 
Rep. Wayne Hays, D- 
Ohio, will investigate.

- In passing judgment 
on Adam Clayton Powell, how­ 
ever, it

that he took

PAUL DOUGLAS PARK? 
The question of naming 
the 
new Indiana Sand Dunes Na­ 
tional Park of Illinois - has

down. 


It was Paul Douglas, 
re tir­ 
ing 
after 18 
years in 
the 
senate, 
who cajoled, needled, 
and 
arm - twisted his col­ 
leagues 
into rescuing the In­ 
diana Sand Dunes from the path 
of the 
steel mills and making 
them into a national park. 
Douglas operated 
a motion 
picture projector 
in a base­ 
ment 
room of the Capitol to 
which he would ensnare sena­ 
tors, newsmen 
and members 
of the house 
to see a film on 
the 
beauty of 
the 
same 
Dunes. 
Even 
when viewers 
weren’t really interested 
in 
the 
great outdoors, they came 
away 
sold, if only because of 
Douglas’s earnest eagerness. 


However, Secretary of the In­ 
terior Stewart Udall informed 
this column that it was against 
interior department policy to 
name 
a national park for 
a 
living American, and it would 
take an act of congress to do 
so. 
There 
would be 
no trouble 
getting 
the approval 
of 
Douglas’s 
senate successor, 
Senator - elect Charles Percy, 
the Republican 
who 
defeated 
him, 
because 
Percy 
lias 
expressed 
his high adm ira­

of Douglas. The stumbling 
block would be crusty Demo­ 
cratic Rep. Wayne 
Aspinall, 
D-Colo., chairman of 
the

Interior 
committee 
and no great enthusiast for a 
Redwoods 
park 
or 
for a 
new park projects. 
However, Secretary Udall 
definitely 
plans to name some 
part of the new Sand Dunes 
Park, such as the dining room, 
for the man whose persuasive 
perseverance 
made the park 
possible.

SECRETARY OF STATE 
DEAN RUSK 
In 1950 
Dean Rusk, an em­ 
ployee of the State Department 
identified 
as active in 
the 
Institute 
of Pacific 
Rela­ 
tions, was promoted 
to 
the 
position 
of Assistant Secre­ 
tary of State for Far Eastern 
Affairs. He served in this post 
through 
the crucial months of 
the Korean War, and 
was in­ 
fluential in shaping 
a policy 
which General Douglas 
Mac- 
arthur called a “ catastrophic 
blow 
to the hopes of the 
free 
w o rld /' On November 6, 1950, 
General MacArthur was 
pre­ 
pared 
to launch a bombing 
mission to knock out strategic 
Yalu River bridges connecting 
Korea with Manchuria. Whether 
he 
was 
to be allowed to car­ 
ry out this mission was to be 
a White House decision. 
In his 
memoirs 
President 
Truman tells of a conference 
with the Secretary of State and 
the Defense secretary. Tru­ 
man wrote: “ Assistant Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk pointed 
out that we had a commitment 
with the 
British not to take 
action which might involve at­ 
tacks 
on the Manchurian side 
5T“ the river without 
consulta-* 
,u1trort.” ** ,nc>b’ 
f 
* 
At the urging of Dean Rusk, 
the bombing mission was can­ 
celled just 80 minutes before 
the planes 
were to take off. 
After entering a vigorous pro­ 
test, General MacArthur 
was 
allowed to bomb 
the bridges, 
with the stipulation that he was 
not to enter the a ir space to 
the west and north of them or 
to hit any other strategic points 
on the other side of the Yalu 
from which 
the 
communist 
arm ies were operating. 
Thus 
was 
the “ privileged 
sanctuary” policy established. 
And now, with the U. S. fighting 
communists in another divided 
nation, Vietnam, Dean Rusk is 
Secretary of State. HLH.

New 
Garment Union 
Wage 
Drive Seen Hiking Dress Prices 
A cross U.S. 
NEW YORK - With the lum i­ 
nescent stocking, the m ini-skirt 
and the cost of living all rolling 
up and up, the powerful Inter­ 
national 
Ladies’ 
Garment 
W orkers’ Union has decided to 
move with the full fashion. It 
served notice on the m etro­ 
politan area New York “ dress 
m arket” 
here that the “ ILG” 
now wants “ substantial wage 
increases” for its cutters, and 
stitchers and seam stresses in 
the $1.7 billion industry. 
The employers, in the not-so- 
raggedy jungle now in 
the 
midst of a lush holiday 
and 
cruise line season, are 
just 
not enthusiastic. 
They had the Seventh Ave. Jit­ 
ters as they faced the first of­ 
ficial confrontation with 
the 
union in three years when they 
met across the bargaining table 
Wednesday morning at 10:00 in 
the Statler-Hilton Golden Ball­ 
room at the lower edge of the 
garment district. 
They heard that the IDG’s bar­ 
gaining team, led by 
Charles 
Zimmerman, head of the dress 
Joint council, and Louis Stul- 
berg, the union’s “ new” presi­ 
dent, demanded a 20 per cent 
wage hike for the 80,000 dress 
workers 
in the 
eight-state 
region. 
Some 40,000 of these 
ILGers 
work in metropolitan 
New York. 
“ There is no reason for the 
employers to be jittery,” said 
Stulberg as he completed plans 
to give Zimmerman the 
full 
backing of the politically 
and 
financially influential union. 
“ After all, what is 20 
per 
cent? 
Not much these days. 
Just look at what the 
airline 
workers got - 56 cents an hour 
more. 
Just look around 
you 
at what the plumbers are being 
offered. 
Our people are far 


behind in wages and other con- 
ditons. 
We plan to make it up. 
“ We are going to wipe out the 
fifth season - the strike season. 
I am very hopeful that there 
will be a settlement here with­ 
out any great fuss. 
The em ­ 
ployers realize, I think, that we 
are entitled to substantial in­ 
crease. Of course, we are pre­ 
pared for everything.” 
Though there has teen only one 
garment area strike (1958) since 
1933 - there 
were employers 
who were not sanguine. 
Their chief spokesman in the 
eight-state New York Metro­ 
politan dress as they began 
working on a new contract to 
replace the one expiring Jan. 
31, 1967, was the doleful 68- 
year-old dress manufacturing 
veteran known in the trade as 
“ Mr. 
Mechanic” - 
Nat 
Boriskin, Executive Director of 
the 
Popular 
Priced 
Dress 
M anufacturers Group, Inc. This 
is one of the five employer o r­ 
ganizations 
which bargained 
with the union. 
Boriskin and some of 
his 
colleagues noted that Zim m er­ 
man recently warned employers 
to take the union demands Into 
account in pricing their spring 
line. 
Later, Zimmerman, who also 
is an ILGWU vice president, 
said that though the union hopes 
all will be peaceful “ we 
are 
putting on our gloves on De­ 
cember 14.” 
There also are negotiations 
which will sweep the 
entire 
ladies’ garment industry, from 
children’s wear and the Bonnaz 
em broidery industry to a series 
of other contract expirations 
which run right into the middle 
of 1967 when the cloak and suit 
contracts run out. Some of the 
associations are asking 
their 
members to prepare for higher 
prices next fall as a result of 
the increased labor costs.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
ADAM HANGS IN THERE 
The House Administration subcommittee began 
three days of closed hearings on Monday (Dec, 
19) on some of the government-paid travel ex­ 
penses of Rep. Adam 
Clayton Powell, Jr. and 
the staff of his House Education and Labor Com­ 
m ittee. 
Adam Clayton Powell, Jr. is a political cat who 
may have ninety-nine lives. 
From 
his con­ 
stituents, 
whether they 
are 
winos, crap­ 
shooters, 
old 
women, 
clergymen, numbers 
bankers, or the faithful of the Abyssinian Bap­ 
tist Church, the word is, “God bless ya, baby.” 
Whenever his Congressional colleagues begin 
to mobilize against him, the Harlem globe­ 
trotter puts aside fun and games and plays 
both gut politics and parliamentary procedure 
with inf’nite cunning and arrogance. 
Dissident Democrats did cut back some of his 
previous absolute control of the House Education 
and 
Labor Committee, which he chairs, on 
Sept. 22. 
But the new rules were made ef­ 
fective only for the remainder of the session 
and are subject to renewal when the new Con­ 
gress convenes in January. 
Meantime a House Administration subcom­ 
mittee is poking into the travel expenses of 
Rep. Powell and his committee staff, and other 
matters.

of 
Powell when Congress meets on Jan. IO. 
Don’t even begin to count Powell out. Despite 
the cruel slings and arrows of outrageous for­ 
tune, the Negro congressman has a lot going for 
him. 
The major factor is his political 
in­ 
vulnerability, what might be called his complete 
electability. Atmo t as important is precedent. 
Cannon’s Precedents states; “ It is the custom 
of the House to deter final action against mem­ 
bers under criminal charges pending disposition 
in the court of last resort.” Powell probably 
has not got into even the court of middle re­ 
sort. 
Moreover, there is the long-standing tradition 
that the House will throw out charges against 
its members if these charges were public when 
the people vote d. 
This is a general rule 
of 
politics. 
The classic American case of “ vindication by 
the voters” involved not Congress but the city 
of Boston. Rep. James Michael Curley (D) was 
indicted for war-time fraud in 1943 and re— 
indicted in 1944. In 1945, still under indictment, 
he was elected mayor of Boston. 
In 1946, he 
was convicted, and the conviction was upheld by 
the U.S. Supreme Court 
the following 
year. 
President Truman on Nov. 26, 1947, commuted 
Curley’s 6 to 18 month sentence to the five 
month Curley had served. 
Curley returned to 
City Hall and continued to draw his full $20,000- 
a-year salary. 
This rule of politics has not always held up. 
Victor Berger was barred from the U.S. House 
in 1919 after conviction under the Espionage Act. 
Although relected, he was again rejected. His 
conviction was later reversed. 
But nobody is 
accusing Powell of anything like espionage.

SAFETY COUNCIL TESTS INDICATE DRASTIC 
SPEED RESTRICTIONS ON ICE 
Driving at 20 mph sounds pretty slow, but 
i f s too fast for some conditions, according to 
a University of Wisconsin professor, and he’s 
got the facts to back him up. 
“ Few drivers realize that it may take nearly 
as far to stop on an icy highway at a speed of 
only 20 mph as on a dry pavement when you’re 
doing 60,” said Professor Archie II. Easton, 
Director of the University’s Motor Vehicle Re­ 
search Laboratory, and Chairman of the National 
Safety Council’s Committee on Winter Driving 
Hazards. 
Commenting on the latest test fmdfihgs Pro­ 
fessor Easton added; 
“ The Council’s tests 
last wanter disclosed an average braking (stop­ 
ping) distance of 162 ft. from a speed of 20 mph 
on glare ice for a passenger car equipped with 
conventional tires. 
This is practically 
the 
same 
braking 
distance reported by 
other 
agencies for speeds of 60 mph under ideal con­ 
ditions on dry pavements. 
“ Our tests would also indicate that 
the ad­ 
vantages of special winter tires can be easily 
offset by relatively small increases in speed. 
Even with the much greater help of tire chains, 
far slower than normal speeds are essential on 
ice-and snow packed roads.” 
He reported the following average braking dis­ 
tance for a car traveling 20 mph on glare at a 
temperature of 25 degrees: 


Braking *Equiva- 
Di stance lent speed 
Conventional Highway Tires 162 ft.. 
20 mph 
Conventional Snow Tires 
151 ft. 
20.8 mph 
Studded Snow T ires (used) 
143 ft.

85 ft. 
27.6 mph 
* Computed values to stop in same distance (162 
ft.) as conventional highway tires at 20 mph. 


“ Based on these calculated values, for equal 
stopping ability on ice conventional snow tires 
permit a speed increase of only 4%over regular 
tires; used studded snow tires - 7%; new studded 
snow tires -12-1/2%; and reinforced tire chains- 
38%,” Professor Easton pointed out. 
“ In this and previous test projects, the Com­ 
mittee on Winter Driving Hazards has found that 
snow tires are better than regular highway tires 
for mild-to-medium snow and ice conditions; that 
studded snow tires are more effective on ice; and 
that reinforced tire chains are best for severe 
snow and ice conditions. 
“ Use your traction aids 
intelligently and for 
their intended purpose,” Professor Easton con­ 
cluded. 
“ Most important, however, whenever 
you find yourself on an icy stretch, remember 
that 20 mph may be equivalent to a speed of 60 
mph under ‘normal’ conditions, and drive ac­ 
cordingly.”

"Usually people look forward 
to Christmas and put their feel­ 
ings in abeyance for the dura­ 
tion, but this year they’re not," 
he says. 
He explains the psychological 
impact of Christmas this way: 
"Christmas heightens all feel­ 
ings —plus or minus.Like alco­ 
hol. Their general anxiety in­ 
creases for the lonely, the di­ 
vorced, the people who can’t be 
with someone 
they’re 
in­ 
terested in. 
"It’s particularly depressing 
for those who don’t have anyone 
or tor girls involved with mar­ 
ried men, or tor mothers with 
sons and wives with husbands 
away at war.” 
But why is this feeling more 
intense tills year? 
Greenwald theorizes that aft­ 
er World War II there was a 
general feeling of optimism that 
"we had thrown off the old and 
it was going to be a new world. 
As it becomes more and more 
obvious that this is not happen­ 
ing, people get more and more 
depressed. 
Increasingly, 
Christmas has become a stock- 
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use care and common sense 
during this year’s holiday sea­ 
son. 
The State fatality toll tor the 
Christmas holiday period last 
year was 31.Nineteen of these 
deaths occurred in the rural 
areas of Missouri and the re­

In 1950 Dean Rusk, an em­ 
ployee of the State Department 
Identified 
as active in 
the 
Institute 
of Pacific 
Rela­ 
tions, was promoted to 
the 
position 
of Assistant Secre­ 
tary of State for Far Eastern 
Affairs. He served In this post 
through the crucial months of 
the Korean War, and 
was In­ 
fluential in shaping 
a policy 
which General Douglas 
Mac- 
arthur called a "catastrophic 
blow 
to the hopes of the

world." On November 6, 1950, 
General MacArthur was
